To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual 
Report  for  1965,  which  is  ray  sixteenth  annual  report  to 
this  Council,  The  population  of  the  district  as  indicated 
by  the  Registrar  General’s  Mid-j^-ear  estimate  is  5,300 
which  is  only  very  slightly  above  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  of  births  was  66  and  the 
total  deaths  35  and  the  mortality  of  infants  under  onejear  of  age 
was  three  compared  with  one  infant  death  the  previous  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  figure  of  three  infant  deaths 
applies  also  in  the  case  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
week  old  (viz  the  Early  Neo-Natal  Mortality), 

All  these  figures  show  very  little 
variation  from  previous  years  and  although  the  rates  per 
1,000  population  are  shown  in  the  tables  as  a matter  of 
interest,  they  are  of  little  value  compared  with  the  actual 
figures  because  of  the  very  small  related  population. 

The  population  figure  is  the  ’’home 
population”,  that  is  including  any  members  of  the  'rmed 
Forces  who  may  be  stationed  in  the  area  and  likewise  the 
deaths  include  those  of  members  of  the  Armed  Forces 
stationed  in  the  area  where  applicable.  The  area 
comparability  factor  for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death 
rates  makes  allowances  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age 
distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  In  addition  the  death  rate 
comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take 
account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  the  area. 
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When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied 
by  the  appropriate  area  comparability  factor  as  shovm,  they 
become  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any 
other  area. 

The  numbers  of  births,  stillbirths  and 
deaths  are  those  registered  during  the  year  as  adjusted 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  They  may  therefore 
differ  from  unadjusted  figures  obtained  locally  from 
Registrars,  etc. 


As  regard  infectious  diseases,  we 
normally  have  a very  good  bill  of  health  in  this  district 
but  it  will  be  seen  that  this  year  112  cases  of  measles 
were  notified.  Perhaps  it  is  relevant  to  note  here  that 
subject  to  a variety  of  exceptions  to  the  lule,  notifications 
of  infectious  diseases  are  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  district  where  the  patient  happens  to  be 
at  the  time  of  diagnosis,  and  are  recorded  in  that  district 
only.  Quite  obviously  it  will  happen  in  many  instances 
that  a resident  of  this  district  is  stricken  with  an 
Infectious  Disease  while  temporarily  out  o<f  the  district 
and  if  diagnosed  elsewhie^e  the  case  will  not  be  shown  in 
our  records.  Where  there  is  a large  institution  whose 
inmates  are  absent  for  various  periods,  this  factor  could 
enable  us  to  show  a rather  low  rate  of  notification  in 
relation  to  the  population. 

The  subject  of  smallpox  appears  to  be 
always  topical,  although  the  disease  is  not  endemic  in 
this  country  and  we  are  fortunate,  so  far,  in  comparison 
with  some  parts  of  the  country,  not  to  have  had  any  cases 
in  this  district.  I cannot  forget,  hwever,  that  the  danger 
is  always  present,  not  only  due  to  immigrants  from  smallpox 
endemic  countries  but  also  in  view  of  the  ever  increasing 
numbers  of  residents  in  this  country  who  are  travelling 
to  and  from  such  infected  areas.  Many  travellers  do  not 
obseirve  the  instructions  about  keeping  their  international 
certificates  of  vaccination  up  to  date  and  on  arriving 
back  in  this  coimtry  refuse  the  offer  of  vaccination  at  the 
port  of  entry.  The  unvaccinated  traveller  is  usually 
allowed  to  proceed  to  his  home  address  or  destination  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  asked  to  keep  him  under 
surveillance  for  the  prescribed  incubation  period. 
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This  to  me  al\jays  seems  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Surveillance 
in  my  opinion  is  of  little  or  no  value  as  a preventive 
measure  seeing  it  is  so  dependant  on  the  goodvri.ll  and 
co-operation  of  the  traveller  concerned  who,  it  must  be 
remembered,  has  already  proved  to  be  unco-operative  as 
regards  getting  vaccinated. 

The  general  sanitation,  rodent  control  and 
refuse  disposal  all  continue  to  be  satisfactory  and 
improvements  vjith  regard  to  these  are  indicated  in  the 
Public  Health  Inspector's  section  of  the  report. 

The  water  supply  as  shown  by  the  reports  is 
of  the  highest  standard  bacteriologically  and  chemically 
it  is  pure  and  wholesome  although  rather  hard  in  character. 
It  is  a matter  of  interest  to  note  that  in  1965,  to  which  • 
period  this  report  relates,  the  water  supply  came  from 
the  Windsor  Corporation  Waterworks  but  since  April  1966 
this  supply  has  been  amalgamated  with  certain  other 
neighbouring  supplies  and  now  comes  under  the  new 
Mid-Thames  Water  Board. 

In  submitting  this  report  I v.dsh  to  take 
the  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  the  Council,  as 
well  as  the  staff,  for  their  interest  and  help  which 
are  instrumental  to  the  high  standard  of  public  health 
we  enjoy.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  to  the  area  is  supplied  by  the  Windsor 
Corporation  Waterworks  at  Eton,  i\  piped  supply  is 
available  to  the  whole  area  and  an  adequate  supply  has 
been  maintained. 

Sampling  is  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals 
by  Windsor  Corporation  and  copies  of  the  reports  are 
supplied  regularly  to  the  Council.  ^he  samples  have 
proved  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

A sample  submitted  for  both  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  was  satisfactory. 

Analyst’s  reports  are  set  out  on  a subsequent  page, 

DRillNAGE  AMD  SANITATION 

Sev/age  is  disposed  of  by  arrangement  with 
the  Borough  of  Slough  through  their  Cippenham  Disposal 
Works . 

During  the  year  fourteen  new  premises  were 
connected  to  the  public  sewer. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Surveys  are  made  as  a result  of  reported 
infestations  or  as  a result  of  observations  made  by 
the  Council’s  officers  during  the  course  of  their 
other  duties  and  all  cases  reported  are  dealt  with. 

Routine  survey  is  made  in  the  case  of  the 
Council’s  refuse  tip,  which  continues  to  be 
virtually  free. 

Following  negative  results  of  trial 
baiting  of  the  sewage  system,  application  for 
exemption  from  Ministry  of  Agriculture  tests  was 
made.  This  was  granted  for  a period  of  three  years. 
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REFUSE  COLIECTION  DISPOSAL 


A regular  weekly  refuse  collection  service 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  disposal 
has  continued  by  way  of  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Council's  refuse  tip, 

A new  larger  capacity  refuse  freighter  was 
put  into  service  during  the  year  and  where  possible 
I-?-  cu.yd,  bulk  storage  bins  are  used.  These  have 
given  an  improved  and  more  economical  refuse  service. 

Negotiations  with  the  Borough  of  Slough 
for  the  use  of  their  proposed  new  pulverising  plant 
are  continuing, 

SLUM  CIEAPtmCB 

The  second  phase  of  the  building  work 
at  Atherton  Court  was  completed  during  the  year 
and  occupied  both  from  the  housing  list  and  from 
eight  cottages  at  Belle  Vue,  Southmeadow  Lane,  which 
were  found  on  inspection  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  were  subsequently  purchased  on  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  by  the  Council,  The 
properties  have  now  been  demolished  and  the  site 
cleared. 

Detailed  plans  are  now  prepared  for  the 
first  and  second  phases  of  the  Eton  Wick  Redevelopment 
scheme.  The  result  of  a Public  Inquiry  on  the 
first  twelve  houses  to  be  dealt  mth  in  this  area 
is  awaited.
